It is generally always enlighten- 
ing to capture the other fellow’s 
viewpoint regarding your nation- 
al, local or personal shenanigans, 
and sometimes funny. A clipping 
from Australia, sent in by Mrs. 
Rita Trench, is both. 

It is a piece on stamps by the 
paper’s regular stamp columnist, 
Pamela Ruskin. Of interest here, 
because it deals with her thinking 
about United States commemora- 
tive issues, excerpts of its are re- 
produced below. 

In someWespects you will note 
that Miss Ruskin expresses a gen- 
eral opinion of our issues held 
even in this country. But then 
with furrowed brow and smoking 
typewriter she runs to the funny 
side. Here is what she wrote: 

“Modern United States a 
source of constant amazement to 
me. I can’t help wondering why 
people collect them! 

“Collectors may be attracted to 
stamps for three reasons: they 
may be interesting because of 
their theme or because of some 
varieties in the printing; they 
may be beautiful; or they may 
have good investment possibilities, 

“Let’s have a look at modern 
U. S. stamps. Are they interest- 
ing? No. They commemorate 
| everything under the sun and few 
| things worthy of a postage stamp. 

“Someone complained recently 
| that the only stamp the S. 
|hadn’t brought out was a com- 
|memorative commemorating 
American commemoratives. We 
might still live to see that, any 
way. No nation Has managed 
quite so many philatelic irrele- 
vancies. ~ 

“Are they beautiful? They are 
by and large, simply awful; worse, 
in fact, than our (Australian) 
bearded burghers of the Farrar- 
Mueller era. 

“The paper is poor, the design 
usually frantically overcrowded 
and monotonous. Stranger still, 
somehow they all seem to look 
alike. Last month, for instance, 
an 80 cent purple stamp was is- 
sued for airmail parcels. The 
stamp shows a view of the Hono- 
lulu coast line with palm trees 
and plane flying above. It looks 
remarkably like the 15 cent green 
airmail and several stamps of the 
Same type.... 

“Are they, then, a good thing 
financially? On the whole, no! 
These low-value commemoratives 
are sold in their millions, and the 
optimistic thousands who have 
salted away sheets of them in the

The two 
cent on cover is seldom seen and 
almost always with the one cent 
as a three cent rate. The twelve 
cent is occasionally seen on a 
piece or a “front” but the author 
has yet to see one that can pass 
inspection on all counts, 

Bisects of these provincial 
stamps are most interesting but a 
great deal of experience is neces- 
sary to distinguish the good from 
the bad. 

A great deal of the literature on 
these provincial issues is scattered 
in philatelic magazines and so not 
available to the average collector. 

By all odds the best systematic 
studies that have ever been writ- 
ten on these three provinces are 
the Poole Handbooks. They are 
not so easy to obtain as they were 
fifteen, or even ten years ago but 
one should hunt for them. Jar- 
rett’s 1929 Handbook has a good 
section on each of the three pro- 
vinces. The forthcoming hand- 
book on Prince Edward Island by 
the British North American Phil- 
atelic Society’s Study Group 
should stimulate specialization in 
that province. We need a modern 
treatise on New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia,

An apparently harassed cover 
collector has asked me what his 
future approach should be to that 
phase of philately. Seems as 
though he has kept pace with all 
the new first days, the slogans, 
and other events of some national 
importance such as the _ first 
flights, the HPO’s, city centenar- 
ies, etc. 

You will know that even if he 
has been at it for a few years 
only, he should have quite an 
accumulation of items, He has— 
and that’s what is bothering him. 

He wants to know whether he 
should mount them, or keep them 
in a shoe box, curtail his interests, 
and does that material have any 
value should he decide to sell 
sometime. 

The mere accumulation and the 
possession of things is satisfaction 
enough for many. They’ll be the 
happy ones with their “treasures” 
in a shoe box. 

Others feel quite guilty because 
they do not have thew “stuff” 
mounted and properly written up, 

It all depends on which side of 
the fence you are. I’m on the 
“hafta get it mounted” side, but I 
must confess that I have many 
things which are not in an album. 
I have always felt that if you’re 
going to collect it, you should 
have it in an album for display 
and for your periodic enjoyment. 

If you are one who loves to ac- 
cumulate then you are satisfied 
in getting everything. If you are 
the “mounting” type, and you 
can’t put everything on pages you 
are getting, then a curtailment to 
fit your time and ability are in- 
dicated. 

As to a financial return, that of 
course depends on a lot of things, 
the principal one being demand 
at the time you are selling. Look- 
ing at that matter of selling for 
a return on a long term, over-all 
viewpoint, I would say if in the 
end you get the postage out of a 
lot you have put into it, you can 
feel satisfied. 

As in straight stamp collecting 
your foremost pleasure will come 
from the acquisition, beauty or 
interest, and possession, That is 
where your fun is in philately and 
you should make the most of it. 


“T have seen,” writes a reader, 
“September 1, September 12, and 
November 15, 1923 as the first 
days of the 2c black Harding 
Memorial issue. Which one is the 
correct date?” 

They are all correct! 

As originally planned this 
stamp was to have a sixty day 
period of sale following the death 
of president Harding. It was 
what might be called a mourning 
stamp, and at the time was only 
such issued by the 
S. (The first was for Lincoln, 
the 15c black of 1866). 

An original printing order was 
for 300 million which soon proved 
to be highly inadequate due to an 
unexpected demand on the part 
of citizens and business firms. To 
meet the demand a second order 
for a like quantity was made, and 
this proving insufficient a further 


| order for 600 million was issued. 


These were printed on the flat 
press and perforated 11. In all 
there were 1,459,487,085 of the 
flats, ‘ 

For more’ production plates 
were made for the rotary press 
which produced approximately 
100 million over and above the 
flat press production. The _ ro- 
taries are perf 10.

In another instance, we have a 
bogus copy of Type C in which 
the two horizontal bars are closer 
together than they should be and 
they are also thinner than the 
bars of the genuine overprint. 

From this point the various au- 
thorities and experts seem to dif- 
fer On one thing or another when 
we come to take up the subject 
of the red, red and black, diagonal 
and normal overprints’ For some 
unaccountable reason the New- 
foundland postal authorities al- 
ways have something go wrong 
with their surcharged issues and 
this first of all their surcharges 
was no exception, ; 

Copies of the 3c gray of 1890 
are reported with a red overprint, 
a red and black overprint on the 
one stamp, and a normal and 
diagonal overprint on the one 
stamp. Boggs in his book on New- 
foundland contends that there 
are 100 copies of each of the three 
varieties just mentioned, but this 
point is disputed by so eminent 
an authority as S. A. Brown in an 
article published in the London| 
Philatelist during May 1935. j 

In discussing his collection Mr. | 
Brown shows copies of the Type} 
A and Type B with the red and! 
black overprint on the same stamp 
to the members of the Royal Phil- 
atelic Society, and he goes on to 
say that only forty and_ eight 
copies of each respectively exist. 
These two copies were subse- 
quently sold on Dec. 19, 1940 when 
Harmer-Rooke disposed of the 
collection at auction in New York 
and the two stamps brought $115 
and $300 respectively. 

Boggs may have lost sight of 
the fact that the settings are 50 as 
he says that a sheet was sur- 
charged in red and when this was | 
found to be unsatisfactory owing | 
to the color showing very indis- | 
tinctly agaifist the dark  back- | 
ground of the stamp, the same} 
sheet was again surcharged in 
black. If such was the case there 
would be no reason for the exist- 
ence of the stamps with the red 
overprint only. 

However a copy of the Type A 
with the red overprint only was 
sold by H. R. Harmer at auction 
in New York on October 3, 1945 
for $82, It is reasonable to assume 
that what really happened is that 
one full sheet of 100 was sur- 
charged in red, and that since the 
setting consisted of 50 subjects, | 
half of the sheet was again sur- | 
charged in black. This would ac- 
count for the existence of 50 
copies of each rather than the 100 | 
copies that Boggs says exists. | 

Both Boggs and B. W. H. Poole-| 
in their books on Newfoundland 
state that the red and the red and 
black surcharges appeared on the 
market about 1904. However A. 
M. Strange and Fred Jarrett dis 
pute this point in their notes on 
this subject. Jarrett in fact def- 
initely states that the red and 
black surcharged stamps were 
regularly issued at the St. Johns 
post office and were obtainable 
during the first days of October 
1897. 

This contention seems to be 
confirmed by a cover that was | 
sold by Harmer-Rooke at the first | 
Pack Sale on December 6, 1944. |

1945, H. R. Harmer sold the 
Thomas collection of Newfound- 
land at a private sale in London 
and one of the show pieces of the 
collection, of which we have a 
photograph, is an unused pair of 
the Type A with the normal and 
diagonal surcharge. This pair has 
a “B. A.” certificate so that 
there cannot be too much doubt 
as to its authenticity. However a 


graph shows that while the nor- 
mal surcharge is regularly im- 
imprinted, the diagonal surcharge 
is rather faint and is undoubtedly 
the result of a misfeed rather than 
a bonafide attempt to apply a 
diagonal surcharge. 

This is not the only example of 
a misfeed, as we have a copy, il- 
lustrated below, which is also part 
of a sheet that was fed into the

tration, the surchage slants up-

In closing let us add that the 
diagonal surcharge mentioned in 
conjunction with the normal sur- 
charge appears reading downward 
to the left and that the surcharge 
is not in its usual position, that is 
“ONE CENT” between two hori- 
zontal bars, but rather the word 
“ONE CENT” and then the two 
narrow bars exactly as it appears
